* ALMOST A DISAPPOINTMENT. 

AS 4 matter of fact, the meeting, large as 
it was, was something of a disappointment 
im view Of the expectations of an enormous 
gathering which the reports of the past few 
Gays have raised. It was thought yesterday 
that the audience could not begin to get into 
the Opera-house and that the assemblage 
would at least have to be held in the Court- 
bouse square, if not in Woodland Park. 
There was a threat of rain in the air all the 
morning, however, and it was decided den- 
12 to hold the meeting in tue Opera- 

ouse. Perhaps this fact and the general 
Delief that it would be hopeless to gain ad- 
Mission without a fierce struggle, tended to 
keep Many away. 

At all events when the auditorium was well 
ed, so that there was only standing room, 
there was no crowd outside the doors. The 
Opera-house seats 1,500. On the stage were 
600 more chairs, and there was a thin fringe 
Of people in the lobby surrounding the back 
of the last dress circle row of seats.

Breckinridge made his appearance at a few 
minutes ahead of the fixedtime. The audt- 
ence had been assembied for nearly an hour 
and now and then had kicked its heels and 
shifted about uneasily in its chairs, but for 
the most part was remarkably patient. The 
stage was opened allthe way tothe back, 
revealing the brick wall ofthe rear end of 
the building. In the middle of this wall was 
a wide double door which opens into an 
alley. Somebody away back inthe gallery 
at ten minutes to 2 o’clock sudden- 
ly caught sight of the snow white

to come involuntarily from this quick-eyed 
observer's lips, had been taken up and was 
breaking out in spots throughout the audi- 
ence in the form of the sharp, Darking 
Southern cheer, faniiliarly known as the 
rebel yell. , 

Col. Breckinridge, dressed throughout in 
biack and bearing a dark spring overcoat on 
his left arm, made his way slowly 
down through the jammed masses of 
chairs towards the footlights. His white 
head hung forward on his chest and he 
slowly bowed from time to time in a meek, 
and, it almost seemed, an almost penitent 
way. It was the keynote of his entire 
speech, this attitude, ashe appeared for the 
first time since his disgrace before his con- 
stituents. It was throughout a speech of 
meekness and humility in outward form, but 
somehow running through it ali there was a 
certain suspicion of paltering, and, worse 
than all. now and then a note of whining, 
almost snifiing sort, which wap jarred 
unpleasantiy upon the ear. The 
emotion, either real or a part 
of the stage business of the oratory, with 
which Mr. Breckinridge’s voice now and 
then shook, added frequently to this disa- 
greeable effect. 

THE SPEAKFER’S METHODS. 

Has delivery is of the florid sort, which 
thanks God and shakes the quivering fore- 
finger aloft toward the high heavens and 
tosses back theleonine mane. When roused 
to an inflamed condition of oratorical frenzy, 
Col. Breckinridge’s thick, white hair rose 
and fell in fluttering flaps upon his head, and 
be repeatedly dashed it back with wide and 
sweeping gesture from his sharply retreating 
forehead. The speech itself had been writ- 
ten and committed to memory with a care 
and thoroughness, which showed that Col 
Breckinridge fully appreciates that he has 
the fight of his life on his hands, and that al 
his best talents and most scrupulous atten- 
tion to Getail must be Drought into play. He 
brought four type-written copies of his 
speech home with him, and though he spoke 
withoutane of them, and even without 
notes, he hardly varied a word from the 
speech as given to the newspapers. The only 
change is at the beginning and at the end. 

With a voice much shaken, he began with a 
few introductory sentences. His very first 
one so aroused his admirers that their fran- 
tic cheers quite drowned his voice and he 
stopped until the storm died away. 

Ido 
not come to youas a Congressman. I come 
to you as a feliow man asking for kindness 
and fair play. Is there no place where a man 
can bave justice tempered with friendly 
kindness?

FOR ALL TIME A KENTUCKIARF. 

„t was in this beautiful month forty-nine 
years ago, said Col. Brebkenridge, in be- 
ginning his set speech, that my father 
brought his motherless family from Mary- 
land, where he had been in honorable exile 
for thirteen years, to the homestead at which 
his blind and aged mother still resided, at 
which he himself had been born. We left the 
steamer at Maysville and in a char- 
tered stage came from Maysville through 
Paris to Cabelidale.

For those who have fabricated 
and uttered these lies for low and 
ignoble motives, I have only scorn 
and contempt. Of whatever and to whoever 
I ask forgiveness, to whoever I owe repara- 
tion, to these I have only defiance, for these 
only — Let them understand now 
and forever that they have not alarmed me, 
they cannot intimidate me. I defy their 
malice as 1 loathe their mendacity, and I 
bring them this day to the bar of public 
opinion and in the presence of these wit- 
nesses and of this district I charge them as 
pase compptratore, lying slanderers for dase 
and ignoble ends, and am ready to meet 
that issue whenever it may be desired. 


A SHOT AT JUDGE BRADLEY. 
Lama lawyer and litigant as well as a 
citizen, and have no criticism here to make 
on the court and the Judge who presided at 
the late trial. The proper criticisms on his 


rulings will be before the Court of Appeals, 
from whom I confidently anticipate a re- 
versal and comment on his conduct.: If it be 
ever proper to make it may be on the floor of 
Congress in attempting such legislation as 
will give to other litigants remedies which 
were not possible to me. It cannot, however, 
be improper to say that it was the frst time

The mean- 
ing of which can be better understood when 
itis known that on the last day of the triai 
that litigant In correcting a faise statement, 
known to be falsejby the counsel uttering it, 
and known to be false by the Judge in whose 
presence it was uttered, was rebuked with 
scant courtesy and told he must not inter- 
rapt couusel, but must permit those inter- 
ruptions to be made dy his counsel. 

But I do not wish this district to conceive 
that I have any defense to make for what I 
have done, and for tha f which I have 
been guilty. Entangled dy weakness, by 
passion, by sin, in colis which it was almost 
impossible to break, I did everything that 
was within my power to prevent a scandal 
except the one thing whfth for no moment 
ever entered my mind. Your election of me 
can neither take from nor add tothe punish- 
ment I have suffered. 


A LIFE OF ATONEMENT. 
It has not been hypocrisy that my life 
has not been consistently wrong. I know 
the secret sin. I tried to atone for it in more 
than one way. How many words of solace 


did this atonement produce to others, how 
mach of self sacrifice, how much of earnest- 
ness and labor in aid of good things and to 
good causes? Whenicameto make a public 
utterance, under any circumstances, to any 
audience, how cautious was I that no word 
of mine might tempt otbers tobe guilty as I 
was, that in what I would say no trace of 
what was not noble could be found. I thank 
God that in the almost numbDerless utter- 
ances that I have made, no matter wherever 
given, no word was ever spoken that would 
not help tue weary and the struggling 
wrongdoer, that would not give hope to 
ulm who was downcast. This was not 
hypocrisy, this was felt by the heart and de- 
livered in the soul, this was what the brain 
approved, this was part payment for secret 
sin, And now thatexposure has come tkere 
is an element of gladnessinit. I care not 
now what letters come in my mall, I Care not 
for the closet door to be opened. There is no 
skeleton there and I can go into the clear 
sunlight out of mysteries and look up 828 
the blue skies into the upper world with the 
feeling that there is no cloud there. [am not 
afraid that from the horizon will suddenly a 
flash of lightning come that will destroy me 
and mine. This is of the past and 1 will dear 
with me the scars, but I will no lomger carry 
the dread. I will come out of that storm, 
however long it may last „in some respects 
r 

Sweet domestic relations which I abso- 
lutely need and out of Which I have no life 
are mine. Theloyalty and devotion of the 
chiluren given to me has not been lost.

THE OLOSING APPEAL. 

There are those in this audience who 
were my schoolmates, who have known me 
in al) theirslations of life since then. There 
are those who knew me through service 


in the army; there are those to whom I have 
been lawyer. these I now come a fallible 
human being, a fallible man, but may I not 
say a loving, grate laborious citizen, an 
honest pubiic servant, If some one in your 
midst can better do werk you want done, 
choose him, I shall submit, me one whose 
life has deen stainiess; whose morals 
you young can imitate with 
profit; whose days have been pure and 
whose nights sini whose ability is ample. 
Fora hundred yea big district has been 
represented by men, ey have not always 
been sinless,and whether you elect me or 
reject me, hereafter,when some one comes to 
write its history, whatever blame may at- 
tach to me, he will write of me that even 
with that blame he loved the poor, he tolled 
for his fellow men, he labored for good 
causes. As this historian turns over the 
pages of the record in which my utterances 
are contained he will rise from them with 
belief that I was loyal to my principles, faith- 
ful to truth, devoted to you.’ 


THE WILDEST APPLAUSE. 
Time and again during the speech up to 
this point Col. Breckinridge was interrupted 
with such whirlwinds of applause from his 
scattered groups of friends that he was 


drowned out aud “kad to..stop. More than 
once when all had quieted dow, his very 
first word seemed to the electric spark to 
let the uproar loose ouce more a he agai 
would be compelled to stop until his ad- 
mirers calmed down. 

One sunburned adherent, obviously from 
the rural districts, whosat uponthe stage, 
became 80 carried away with enthusiasm 
that he sprang from bis chair and executed a 
solemn and ponderous pas seul, quite oblivi- 
oustohis surroundiogs, and was only re- 
called to himself when violently pulled down 
into a Chair by a netgnbdor, whose corns had 
come in for a g00@ deal of attention during 
the enthusiast’s salutary exercises. 

At the close of the speech Col. Breckinridge 
again wanderod beyond the boundaries of 
bis fixed s ch. On Thursday last, as has 
been told in these dispatches, the Ministers’ 
Union of Lexington issued a card denounc- 
ing Breckinridge as unfit to represent a 
moral community in Congress. To these 
clergymen the Colonel payed bis respects in 
a few sentences evyjdently composed since 
bis arrival here last bight. 

ATTACKED THE CLERGY. 

He vigorously attacked the clergy for tak- 
ing sides in political contests as beyond their 
province. He spoke with bitterness of their 
uncharitableness to him ip the posi they

Then the Colonel com- 
mented upon what he styled the malicious 
unfairness which the press, bothat his own 
home and elsewhere, bad shown tohim. He 
asked forgiveness of everybody, he said, 
save those he had characterized and to them 
he hurled defiance and for them had only 
contempt and scorn. 

A SCENE OW THE STAGE. 

At the close of the speech many of the 
Breckinridgeites In the audience charged 
with a whoop upon the stage, andin an in- 
stant he was the center ofa pushing, scram- 


bling, swaying mass of humanity, which 
bore him hither and thither, his snowy 
white’ head now appearing and now disap- 
pearing in the turmoll, ike a white gull on 
wildly tossing waves. They were only shak- 
ing bands with him and expressing their 
good will, Dut it was an ordeal which even 
he, much as he just now craves human sym- 
pathy, doubtless was very glad to come out 
of with no worse damage than 
bruised and swollen fingers. While 
most of those people who 
are opposed to Col. Breckinridge who 
either beard or have read the speech agree 
that it was a fine pleceof oratory, they have 
not been shaken in the least by the Volonel’s 
presence or his eloguence. They expected a 
good speech from him decause he is consid- 
ered a great orator, and if ever he had occa- 
sion to call up all his gifts and strength in 
that clrection it is now when he has the task 
before him of persuading the people of his 
district that, in spite of everything, he 1s 
the proper man to represent them in Con- 
gress.

Every church in the city has its west n- 
dows shattered and the interior dama 
water, 

Greenhouses and plants are a total wreck. 
The fruit trees full of blossoms are stripped 
bare and no hope is left for fruit. 


KANSAS STORM SWEPT. 


Friday Night's Wind, Hail and Rain Did 
Great Damage. . 


Eurol. Kan., May 6.—Uyon, Osage, 
Morris and other counties were visited dy a 
terrific wind, rain and hall storm last night 
about 6 o’clock. At Reading, in Lyon County. 
the most damage was done. Every window: 
light on the north side of the buildings not 
protected was broken. One hallstone went 
through a shutter, a pane of glass, cut a 
hole through a window curtain and then 


went across a twenty-foot room. Many 
went slear through tho roots of houses, Some 
of the chunks of ice measured 12 inches 
around the longest way. 

Some cattle were killed, and many herds 
were stampeded. Theherdof David Nickle 
was stampeded, goton the Santa Fe track 
and a stock train ran through it and killed 
many head, 

All kinds of crops and fruit and garden 
truck are ruined, 

A man named Marshall Welsh, who was 
out in the storm, is missing and is supposed | 
to be killed. 

As a sample of damage done to glass, thir- 
ty-six lights were Knocked out of the Santa 
e depot alone and forty-two out of the sec- 
tion house. 

At Lebo, in Coffey County, the Baptist 
Church and three dwelling houses were 
blown down. One woman was badly hurt. 

Most all the glass in the north sides of 
buildings, including heavy plate store 
fronts, is broken. On the north side sey- 
eral stables and granaries were overturned.

Some uneasiness has been felt in certain 
quarters since the disclosures in these dis- 
patches regarding the employment of a pat- 
ented method of using aluminum in the 


manufacture of armor plates. It was at first 
feared that if a patented process had been 
used its owners might fall back upon the 
government for large royalties, as it is now 
admitted that the metal has been used in 
many instances. Butacareful examination 
of the contract between the United States 
and the Carnegie Steel Co., which is on file 
in the office of the Judge Advocate General 
of the Navy, showsthat the Oarnegie com- 
pany will be held responsible for any dam- 
ages that may be secured by the owners of 
any aluminum patents. The tenth section of 
1 entered into Nov. 20, 1890, is as 
ws: 


THE SAVING CLAUSE. 

The party of the frst part, in considera- 
tion of the premises, hereby covenants and

made; except patents as to nickel steel 
armor plate and appurtenances, which are 
specially provided for in the fourth clause of 
this contract. 

In order to enforce the terms of the above 
clause, the department has withheld a per- 
centage of each payment thus far made, as a 
guarantees aguinst any possible contingency. 
An important branch of the investigation, 
which will be conducted at Homestead, is 
that covering the charge concerning the 
quality of bolts, rivets and nut- bar steel fur- 
ulshed under the armor plate contract. 


IMPROPERLY MADE BOLTS, 

The Post-DISPATCH correspondent has 
ascertained that among the charges filed by 
Attorney Wallace are certain allegations 
describing the methodsin which improperly 


made bolts were submitted for others which 
bad already passed inspection in order to 
avoid throwing away considerable quanti- 
ties of material. In one case it is said that a 
lage number of bolts, which upon measure 
ment were found to bea fraction of an inch 
too short, were packed up for shipment after 
having been stamped and carted of in place 
of a lot that had been accepted. This 
transaction was Carried out without the full 
knowledge of the workingmen’s immediate 
superiors.

A SENSIBLE SUGGESTION. 

In an interview printed on another page 
Atty.-Gen. Moloney of Illinois throws out 
a suggestion which should have thoughtful 
consideration from press and people. ‘‘I 
am in favor of a conference of Attorney- 
Generals of the various States,’’ says he, 
Hor the purpose of discussing this neces- 
sary movement against trusts, and of ar- 
ranging a concerted plan of action ih line 
with the pledges given to the people by 
the Democratic party. Under this plan of 
action I firmly believe that trusts could be 
forced out of existence, and the business 
they control and regulate unlawfully once 
more run in its natural channels.’’ 

This concerted action Mr. Moloney | 
thinks should be based upon vigorous | 
prosecution by the Attorney-General of 
the United States and perhaps in co- 
operation with him. This, however, is 
not necessary. The idea looks practical 
and to act upon it would be popular in 
every State in the country. The assist- 
ance of Mr. Olney would, no doubt, add 
great force to the movement, but it is now 
pretty well settled that he cannot be de- 
pended upon. If anything is to be done 
the State officers must act under State 
laws, of which there are many adequate to 
the purpose. 

Mr. Moloney expresses himself as confi- 
dent that only vigorous prosecution is 
needed to utterly destroy the unlawful 
monopolies which now infest the country.

MACAULAY’S PROPHESY. 


Nearly forty years ago Mr. Randall, the 
well-known biographer of Thomas Jeffer- 
son, was in correspondence with Lord 
Macaulay on historical and political mat- 
ters. One of the letters written by the lat- 
ter found its way into print some twenty 
years later and was very sharply criticised 
by the American press, which was not sur- 
prising under the circumstances, for, con- 
trary to general expectation, the dis- 
tinguished author and statesman did not 
take an altogether flattering view of 
American affairs, present or prospective. 
He said, in substance, this:; 

He had never been an enthusiastic ad- 
mirer of Jefferson, and thought bis system 
of government fatally defective. Univer- 
sal suffrage, its corner stone, must, he be- 
lieved, sooner or later lead to such politi- 
cal demoralization as will bring about a 
condition of things equivalent to anarchy 
—ending finally in military despotism. He 
admits that our progress and prosperity, 
up to that time, had been wonderful, and 
might continue as long there is room and 
employment sufficient for the needs of a rap 
idly increasing population. But when the 
available territory is mostly occupied and 
the supply of labor exceeds the demand, then 
he believed the laboring classes will com- 
bine and give such shape to local, State 
and national legislation as must precipi- 
tate a desperate struggle between the ma- 
jority andthe minority, which can end 
only in the practical destruction of demo- 
cratic institutions and consequent death 
of the republic. 

This decidedly gloomy forecast was, 
doubtless, very largely due to the national 
proclivities of the prophet. Macaulay, in 
many respects, was a typical Englishman, 
and, like the vast majority of Englishmen, 
could see more defects and dangers in the 
political institutions of other countries 
than in those of his own. A good deal has 
happened in the last forty years which, 
had he lived, might have opened his eyes 
on this latter point. Hingleand has now a 
popular suffrage which, far all practical 
purposes, is as ‘tuniversal’’ as our own. 
The House of Commons is no as ésgen- 
tially democratic as ourown House of Rep- 
resentatives; and the House of Commons 
rules England far more completely than 
the House of Representatives rules Amer- 
ica. The onlpobstacle to supreme control 
is the veto power of the House of Lords, 
which—unless ie eon at 4 ge 
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Consequently the supply of labor exceeds 
the demand much more than it did forty || 
yeats ago; and, as human nature is the 
same everywhere, sooner or later a dem- 
ooratic majority in the House of Commons 
will surely legislate against the land-hold- 
ing and money-owning minority. What 
will be the outcome we do not venture to 
predict, but it is entirely certain that, in 
the end, the majority, and not the minor- 
ity, will be victorious, — 

In short, if Macaulay were living now 
he might find abundant material for dis- 
mal prophesies without crossing the At- 
lantio. 
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RECEIVERSHIP ABUSES. 


One of the most important parte of 
Chairman Boatner’s report on the North- 
ern Pacific judicial outrages is that relat- 
ing to the ‘‘abuses which have grown up 
under the powers assumed by the Judges 
of courts of the United States to appoint 
receivers for railroad corporations.’’ 

The abuses, dangers and oppressions 
arising from the receivership practice of 
the Federal Courte have frequently been 
pointed out by the Post-DisPatou. 
Attention has been called to the 
abuse of the power of Federal 
judges to serve the purposes of 
railroad speculators and wreckers, to the 
dangers attaching to the assumption 
of control of great corporations 
by judges and to the oppression 
of honest creditors and the public through 
the manipulation of reoeiverships in the 
interest of unscrupulous stock and bond 
jobbers. The -whole practice is an 
anomaly and an opportunity—too fre- 
quently utilized—for the degradation of 
the Federal judiciary to the service of dis- 
honesty and the evasion of rightful obli- 
gations. It has brought the Federal 
bench under influences damaging to its 
dignity and purity. 

In recommending legislation in restraint 
of this practice the report supports every 
point made against it. It presents the 
anomaly of the United States operating 
great railway corporations and car- 
rying on the business of com- 
mon carriers through judges com- 
dining at once judicial powers and the 
powers of president and directors of cor- 
porations. It declafes that these receiver- 
ship powers are creations of the courts 
themselves by judicial construction, and 
are dangerous. Congress should promptly 
regulate them by law. 
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THE WORLD EUROPEANIZED. 

With the French and English operating 
in competition in North Africa, it is hard- 
ly doubtful that it will soon be under 
European control, as the entire continent 
must be before the expiration of the first 
quarter of the new century. The foothold 
already gained in South Africa and the 
vigor with which the European powers 
are closing in from the coast on all sides 
indicate that ‘‘negro domination’’ in 
Africa is doomed. 

The rapidity with which this movement 
is proceeding under the impetus of explo- 
rations made since the timeof Living- 
stone may induce some to take down 
their maps and find how much of the 
world still remains to be seized by Cau- 
casians. Barring Central Africaand the 
Chinese Empire, there is not much left. 
Asia is being besieged on the north and 
south just as Africais. If England and 
Russia could agree for ten years, the 
northern boundary of India would join 
the southern boundary of Siberia before 
the end of that time and the Chinese em- 
pire would disappear from the map. 

In the time of Shakspeare the great 
swarming of the Caucasian race had not 
begun. There were premonitions of it, 
but no practical results which make it 
unallowable to include the wholeof it 
within the brief period since the age of

| session of both American continents, of 


Australia, and of all the considerable 
islands in all the seas, and to conclude 
the work, they have surrounded Asia and 
Africa, and are sitting down as a besieging 
force waiting the inevitable surrender of 
all territory still free from their control.

Mr. Charles Dudley Warner is not 
pleased with the idea that the newspaper 
isin charge of the universe in general. 
He deprecates what he considers the ten- 
dency of the modern newspaper to in- 
struct the statesman how-to govern; the 
minister how to preach; the courts how 
to try cases; the schools how to educate 
pupils; the scientist how to investigate; 
the player how to act!“ 

Mr. Warner is not to be charged with 
exaggerating the amount of work the 
newspapers of the present have on hand. 
They have all he has mentioned and a 
great deal more. And with it all, they 
can still find time occasionally to pause 
long enough to reduce the self-esteem of 
a gentleman who thinks too highly of 
himself merely because he is writing for a 
magazine instead of a newspaper. 

Taking the newspapers as a whole, they 
are undertaking to represent the intelléct- 
ual and moral aspirations of the world 
which has called them into existence be- 
cause of its need of such representation. 
To the extent to-which existing newspa- 
pers fall short of the requirementsof this 
desire for representation, new papers are 
born. It is hardly strange, then, that 
taking them albtogether, they should at- 
tempt so much. They could not help it if 
they would, 

A very great discovery has been made in 
practical psychology, and its importance 
is not lessened by the small value Mr. 
Warner attaches to it. It has been found 
that hundreds of thousands of men who 
are miles apart can be brought very close 
together intellectuaily by a sheet of printed 
paper, which tells each what all are inter- 
ested in; which suggests to all what pleases 
and helps each. 

It may seem presumptuous for a mere 
piece of paper, made from foul rags which 
would otherwise rot in the alleys, to be de- 
voted to any such purpose as that of sug- 
gestion in every department of thought 
and action possible fora civilized people. 
But that is just what is being done with 
waste rags in these later days, and if Mr. 
Warner will think more aboutit he may 
think better of it.

The Administration Contributing Largely 
to the Fostering of This Feeling—Sec- 
retaries Carlisie and Hamlin Aiding in 
the Work—Prospects for a Report on 
Monday and a peedy Understanding 
With the Rspublicans—Hill and Mills. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Mays. -The protracted 
executive session to-day enabled the Demo- 
cratic Senators at work on the tariff bill to 
accomplish a good deal in the way of putting 
the finishing touches on the new amend- 
ments. The conferences on the subject were 
had in the rooms of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee and were participated in by a number 
of Senators. 

There is still a little friction here and 
there, but it is yielding to the spirit of com- 
promise and adjustment now very generally 
manifested. The Administration is con- 
tributing its share to the fostering of this 
spirit. Secretary Carlisle and Assistant Sec- 
retary Hamlin were both at the Capitol to- 
day in consultation with the Democratic 
leaders, and were advised of the full pro- 
gramme. They seemed well pleased with 
the assurances they received. Mr. Jones 
informed them that the present prospect 
was for a report on Monday, and then for an 
immediate understanding with the Republi- 
cans as to the debate. 

There are many rumors afloat as to the re- 
casting of some of the schedules, notably 
the chemical, the metal and the woolen 
schedules. The actual figures are not yet ob- 
tainable,but itis denied that the conces- 
sions go as far as reported. The rates on 
woolens have been advanced alittle, but the 
manufacturers have by no means been al- 
lowed to have thelr way. Some of these 
changes have been made with the view of 
placating Mr. Hill, but hedid not ask for 
them, and he refuses toaccept them in the 
way of mitigation of the income tax. But 
now that they have been made they wil 
stand. 

The dissatisfaction with the latest conces- 


sions made and with the present situation Is. 


not confinedto Mr. Hill. Ar. Mills and Mr. 
Ooke have no hesitation in declaring that the 
bill as now amended is by no means satisfac- 
tory tothem. They think that the cause of 
genuine revenue reform has been largely 
given away, and if they could do so without 
injury tothe party they would oppose the 
bill. But putting the party above their own 
personal feelings they intend to support the 
measure with all of its imperfections on its 
head. 

Therein the Texas Senators differ with Mr. 
Hill, The New York Senator insists that the 
passage of a tariff bill with an income tax 
attached would be the worst blow the party 
could receive, and his present purpose is to 
take all persona! chances to defeat the tax in 
the party interest. 

The feeling begins to run high, and the 
prediction is made that the most bitter and 
personal of all senatorial debates is on the 
eve of beginning. The members of the 
House are watching developments closely. 
It seemed likely at one time that a serious 
Gifference might arise between the two 


Houses whioh would have the effect of kill- 
ing the tariff bili in conference, This fear 
bas entirely passed. 

The Democratic leaders of the House are 
now imbued with the same spirit as that per- 
vading the Senate. They are anxious to see 
the bill become a law and they are willing to 
make concessions to that end. There is, of 
course, a limit to this spirit. They would not 
concede away tne income tax nor conseart to 
the duty on wool But, satisfied asthey are 
that no change will de made in either of 
those particulars, they awalt the return of 
the bill to them with composure. 

senator Irby, who was not present at 
Thursday’s conference and whose attitade 
on the tariff question is atrifie doubtful, has 
returned to town. but refuses to express him- 
self on the subject ofthe amendments. It is 
suggested that he may join with Mr. Hill in 
opposing the bill, but it he should it will not 
be because of the income tax. He is in favor 
of that tax, but he is bitterly opposed to the 
President. The interest manifested by the 
Administration in the present tariff negotia- 
tions makes his coursejwith regard to the 
bill uncertain. 


In Executive Session. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 5.—The major 
portion of the day In the Senate was devoted 
to executive business, and on this account 
Mr. Harris decided to make no attempt to 
take up the tariff bill. 

Immediately after the reading of the jour- 
nalthe Senate proceeded to the considera- 
tion of bills on the calendar.

Drs Mores, Io. Mar B. — The Supreme 
Council of the A, P. A. completed its labors 
here to-night after a four-days’ session. The 
most important work was the preparation 
of the declaration of principles for the 
order, which was drawn up during a two- 
days’ conference, and is an important docnu- 
ment in every way.

A Meeting at Ohatsworth Hall Nearly 
Causes a Row. 


FILLEY’S FAVORITE PROTECTION 
SPEECH TORN TO TATTERS.

Anti- Filleyites Hire a Hall to Discuss the 
Tariff—A Mixed Meeting and All Kinds 
of Opinions—The Lie Passed and «a 
Riot Narrowly Averted—No One Hur 
and Peace Finally Restored. 


If Chauncey I. Filley knew what a whirl- 
wind he was sowing when he dropped the 
remark, the higher the tariff the lower the 
fabric,’’ he would have left his epigram un- 
sald.: Mr. W. C. Bohannon selzed the words 
as they dropped from ** de 
ole man's“ mouth, and tried 
to fing them back, but Chauncey said, “This 
is a Republican meeting; go hire a ball.

The ex-conductor was squeiched, and Mr.

pices of the National Mary Washington Me- 
morial Association on Thursday next justice 
is to be at last done to the memory of Mary 
Washington. On that day a monument 
erected to her memory is to be unveiled at 
Fredericksburg, Va. ili de a national 
affair and fittingly obs id. President 
Cleveland and his Cabinet, with their wives, 
Vice-President and Mrs. Stevenson, Chief 
Justice Fuller, Gov. O Farrell of Virginia and 
a host of other notables from all parts of the 
Union have accepted invitations to be pres- 
ent, including various chapters of the 
Daughters and Sons of the American Revolu- 
tion. Senator Daniel of Virginia and Mr. 
Laurenee Washington, a lineal descendant 
Of Washington’s mother, are booked as the 
orators of the Gay, and the United States 
Marine Band has been detailed to furnish 
music for the occasion. The dedication 
ceremonies will be followed in the evening 
by a Masonic banquet and ball. 

The monument ts an odelisk of plain white 
marble, 60 feet high and 11 feet square at the 
base, bearing an inscription in embossed let- 
ters simply Mary, the Mother of Washing- 
ton. It was executed in Buffalo, N. v., and 
was set in position on Dec. 23, last. The 
whole fabric cost $11,000, raised entirely by 
the ladies ofthe National Mary Washington 
Memorial Association, and the monu- 
ment is in itself creditable alike 
to the distinguished woman whom 
it commemorates and to the patriotic 
American women who have honored them 
selves by thus honoring her. The associa- 
tion was formed only three years ago, and it 
may well de a subject of gratification with 
its members, and, indeed, all Americans, 
thatthe heroine mother ot our first Presi- 
dent should at length, 104 years after her 
death, have a suitable token of respect 
raised above her unheeded gaave, since the 
lack of such a fitting memorial has until now 
been a standing reproach to the whole 
nation, 

As the monument rests upon rising ground 
it is destined to be the most conspicuous ob- 
ject inthe landscape in and about freder.- 
icksburg. The erection of this memorial in 
granite to the mother of George Washington 
is wholly due tothe efforts of the society of

Its present membership is 
about 3,500. State chapters exist in most of 
the States, presided over by regents. 

According to the by-laws of the society, 
‘‘any woman may be eligible for member- 
ship who is of the age of 18 years and who is 
descended from an aficestor ‘who ‘with un- 
failing loyalty, rendered material aid to the 
cause of independence as a recognized pa- 
triot, as soldier or sallor, or asa civil officer 
in one of the several colonies or States or of 
the united colonies or States,’ provided that 
the applicant shall be acceptable to the so- 
clety. Every application for membership 
must be indorsed by at least one member of 
the national society, and is then submitted 
to the registrars general, who report on the 
question of eligibility to ‘the board of man- 
agement, and upon its epee proval the appli- 
cant is enrolled as a mem 

A feeling has long existed, that the grave 
of Mary Washington, the mother of George 
Washington, is deserving of something more 
than the neglect in which throughout a cen- 
tury of the Republic’s life it has been per- 
mitted to remain. In a little family burying- 
ground in Virginia, beneath a half-sunken 
mound, marked by an ordinary gravestone 
and overgrown with weeds and driars, a 
hiding place for reptiles and burrowing 
animals, Ite the ashes of the mother of the 
foremost man in Ameriean history. 

Mary Washington belonged to an old 
Colonial family, the Balls. They came from 
England to Virginia in 1650 and settled in 
Lancaster County. The strong, heavy tomb- 
stones of the members of the family lie 
thickly around the old White Chapel Church 
with the family crest carved upon them. 

She was in all respects worthy to become 
the patron saint of the Daugnters of the 
Revolution. Hers was not a colorless char- 

acter by any means. Among the traditions 
that linger around Fredericksburg are some 
which relate to her decisive manner of man- 

aging young George. Anold resident used to 
say ‘‘she ran things her own ware ’ which 
means a great deal, and well might the boy 
tremble in that episode of the hatchet 
and the cherry tree. It is claime?é 
that she was very  beanutifal. Her 
portrait presents astrong face, with firm 
mouth, not unlike what her son’s might 
have been before he was disfigured by his 
dentist. Her hair is turned back from a 
broad brow, and a Maria Antotnette ker- 
chief is knotted low at her throat. Alto- 
gether the faceisa pleasing one. She lived 
at Kenmore, peer Fredericksburg, after the 
death of her husband, and there her illus- 
trious son visited her. 

The Kenmore house is now the residence 
of William Key Howard, and was built for 
Betty Washington when she became the 
bride of Fielding Lewis, the Revolutionary 
petriot. In the house is a carved mantel. 

— said to have been designed by Gen. 

Vashington, lllustrating Agsop’s fable of the 
fox and the crow—a suggestion of the folly of 
greediness which was not deemed inappro- 
priate for the dining-hall. At Kenmore 
Mary Washington spent the last days of her 
life, saddened, it 1s true, by iliness, bat 
sustained by firm Ohristian faith. Within 
a few steps of her resting-place (whieh 
she herself selected for her grave) 
there is a picturesque ledge of rocks where 
she used to sit for hours dreaming, pernaps, 
ofthe time when her hero-son was 1717 
and as an evidence of his physical strength 
threw a stone across the Rappahannock, or 
of her own falntness ot heart which saved 
himjto his country. His luggage was alread 
on board an English man- of- war and a mid- 
shipman’s warrant in his pocket when the 
forbade his going. Otherwise he would have 
belonged to the King and not to us

The reductions proposed in the Indlan 
Territory and at Lexington are the first and 
only ones made by the Missouri Pacific Coal 
Companies since thelr organization. 

The Missouri Pacific officers say the com- 
pany is amply supplied with fuel for weeks 
to come. 

The Missouri Pacific mines, itis claimed 
sie annually nearly two million tons o 
coal, about one and one-quarter million tons 
being consumed by the system in Missouri, 
Arkansas, Louisiana, Texas, Kansas, Ne- 
braska and Colorado. The officers say the 
output at present, during the strike, aver- 
ages 6,000 tons daily. '

nine minutes. Ever since the race was in- 
augurated encouragement has been offered 
new riders to enter by giving a liberal time 
limit and last year’s race showed conclusive- 
ly that the fast men had no chance to win 
the race. This year the handsomest 
prizes will be given to the scratch men 
making the fastest time, and it is thought 
that this will induce many to enter who have 
heretofore staid away. Local racing men 
know how Very important it is in these times 
of hot competition not to venture into the 
race without a long course of training, and 
they are nightly seen onthe course. fn the 
past years the great mistake was made by 
a number of good men who bad entered the 
race to do a great deal too much work with 
aconsequent weakening of themselves by 
the rapid reduction of their weight. A 
rider who is in training should 
not be in a tremendous hurry 
to get down to a ve light 
weight, and consequently run himself stale 
before the race comes off. When a few 
pounds have been got off andtherider ap- 
pears to be himself, to breathe freely and 
without oppression, then the work should 
be shortened and quickened and as little 
sweating as possible undergone. Of late 
years there has beena decided development 
in the direction ef other exercises, such as 
punching the bag and light sparring, in as- 
sisting entrance toa road race, to get the 
pecessary staying power,_and they will be 
found Denefictal. Skipping the rope has 
also a marked effect in strengthening the 
muscles of the calf and ankle.

The inauguration of races between nom - 
ing pigeons owned in this city {has attracted 
much attention to a sport which, although 
general in the Eastern states and Europe, 
is in its infancy in this city. These races 
are held under the auspices of the Mound 
City Homing Club, subject {to the 
rules of the WNuational Federation of 
American Homme Pigeon Fanciers of 
which it usa Member. The officers and 
members of the Mound City are: H. W. 
Buschman, President; J. A. Rapp, Vice- 
President; J. 0. Sadler, Secretary and Treas- 
urer, and C. J. Sadler and L. Y. Honig. The 
association was formed on Feb. 2, 1898. Each 
of the members has a loft stocked with birds 
of the best breed of the homing pigeon and 
each is an enthusiastic fancier, stimulated 
by alaudable ambition toown the record- 
maker of his club. The birds of Messrs. 
Honig and C. J. Sadler are too young to com- 
pete at present and there are but three lofts 
engaged in the series of races in progress. 

The lofts of the members of the Mound City 
Club are located at their respective resi- 
dences. That of Mr. Buschman is at the cor- 
ner ot Sheridan and Webster avenues; Mr. 
Rapp, 4135 Natural Bridge road; Mr. J. O. 
Sadler, 1408 John avenue; C. J. Sadler, 
Prairie avenue, and L. Y. Honig, 2 Cook 
avenue. Messrs. Buschman toa Rapp, 
who were the first to purchas birds, 
began to breed racers about three years ago 
from registered pigeons purchased in the 
East. They have about forty birds each. 
Mr. J. C. Sadler has about twenty, Mr. Ho- 
nig twelve and Mr. O. J. Sadler about the 
same number. Noneof the lofts have any 
architectural pretensions; that of Mr. 
Buschman isthe most extensive. They 
are generally in the upper portions of sta- 
bles. Each loft is provided with a 
bob- wire door, s0 arranged that a 
bird can push it in, but once 


inside, egress is impossible us the door when 
pushed outwardly strikes against a sill, 
which stops it. This bob-wire door is only 
in place when races are on. It is ome of the 
rules of racing that a bird’s time shall not be 
taken until it has pushed in the loft through 
the door. Mr. Buschman hasan electric ap- 
pliance by Which a Dell in his house is rung 
as soon asa bird steps upon the inside of the 
loft. This is not set except when races or 
training is in progress. 

The homing pigeon is about the size of the 
ordinary pigeon, but its tight-fitting feathers 
give it a neater and handsomer appearance. 
It is only halt as large as the carrier pigeon, 
with which tt is often erroneously con- 
founded. Their average life is seven years. 
The young ones are put in training when six 
months old. The best results are obtained 
from them when they are between two and 
three years old. The young Dirds can be 
bought at from $5to$2ia pair. Some of the 
record-breakers have been sold for over $500 
apiece. 

The record for extreme distance is 1,093 
miles from Mississippi City to Newark, N. J. 
The fastest 525-mile fight was made in 9g 
hours and 59 minutes. 

The homing pigeon is a cross between the 
dragoon, owl and the English horseman 
breed of pigeons. It was first raised and 
trainedat Antwerp, Belgium. Its instinct 
is to seek its home, and the almost incfedi- 
ble speed with which it files has made it 
serviceable in the transmission of messages. 
At one period of the siege 
Paris during the Franco-Prussian 
war, homing pigeons were the only means 
of communication between the French 
Capitol and the outside world. The Euro- 

ean nations have lofts in all fortresses and 
n other public places and the United States 
Government has under consideration a pian 
for using these birds for carrying intelili- 
gence from place to place. The usual way 
adopted for sending messages by the hom- 
ing pigeon is to ges Ba opens paper, on which 
the message is liten ina goose quill, 
through which one of the tail feathers of 
the bird is passed. The guill is then securely 
tied. The hunter and hawk often Kill the 
pigeons in flight, 

Several training fliguts of the Mound City 
Club have taken piace, and an alr-line race 
of 101% miles with Piedmont as the starting 
place was decided last Sunday, The birds 
were liberated at 8o’clock. Cora W. outflew 
her competitors, reaching the loft ot her 
owner, H. W. Buschman at 3:22 p. m. The 
next to return was J. A. Rapp's Irving at 4:02 
P. in. and J. C. Sadler’s Henry at 4:34 p. m. 
The second filght of the present series of 
races will — at 7 o’clock this morning 
from Poplar Bluff, Mo. Six of Mr. Rapp's. 
five of Mr. Buschman’s and a like number of 
Mr. J. C. Saddler’s birds will make the race. 

On next Sunday these birds will be liber- 
ated at Hoxie, Ark., 158 miles from their 
lofts; a week later at Newport, Ark., 210 miles 
distant; then at Alexandria, Ark., 300 miles 
distant, andthe series will conclude with a 
flight of 410 miles from Texarkana. The con- 
testants are young Dirds, which are making 
their primal flights, and in order not to tax 
their inexperience too much, the distances 
of the flights are gradually lengthened. 

All of the birds have gone through a course 
of training, the first steps in which was to 
make them familiar withthe city so that 
they could readily find their way from any 
part of it to their lofts. ihis done, they were 
taken afew miles in the country and set 
free. When liberated the homing pigeons 
rise high in the alr, circle several 
times in order to get their bearings 
and then with almost unerring instinct 
and marvelous speed take a direct 
course for their lofts. These preliminary 
flights are not so much an experiment for 
testing the ability of the bird to cover the re- 
quired distance as they are to fit it physically 
for fiying 100, 200, 400-mile and often 
longer distances atthe average speed of a 
mile in from one to one and one-half min- 
utes. Pigeons in training are not allowed to 
eat much corn or wheat. They are gener- 
ally restricted to German vetches, millet 
and Canada peas. 

Whena club notifies the National Secretary 
that a race is about to be flown it sends to the 
liberator of the birds, who is generally a 
railroad station agent, instructions to stamp 
a specified numober on one of the primal 
feathers—the long feathers on 
wings of each bird. The 
ers do not know these 
The liberater is required.to telegraph the 
exact time the birds start to the Secretary of 
the club at their destination and aiso to the 
National secretary. Heconfirms these re- 
ports by the next mall. On the arrival of 
the first bird at each loft, a timer notes the 
hour of its entrance and sends his report 
with the countermark and the number 
stamped on the primal feather to the Na- 
tional Secretary. 

The birds are shipped to the starting polats 
in baskets, and if the distance of the con- 
templated flight exceeds 100 miles a supply of 
food is sent along to be giventothem just 
before they are released.

Recently a bo of gentiemea, enthusiasts 
on coursing, have starteda movément to 
popularize this sport by giving frequent 
open meetings and giving the public a 
chance to see for itself what itis. 80 far 
they have not met with much success, 
though they are still hopeful and claim that 
since the inception the attendance at the 
meetings has increased appreciably. 
The organization is incorporated as the St. 
Louis Coursing Park Association. It was in- 
corporated last fall with $2,000 capital stock 
in 200 shares at 810 each. About one half this 
stock has been disposed of and a determined 
effort is at present on foot to place the bal 
ance, the money so raised to de 
used in erecting a grand stand and 
making other improvements to the ciub 
grounds at Brentw Park, which are woe- 
fully lacking in accommodation of any kind 
at present. The officers of thecluD are as 
follows: President, Charles A. Robinson; 
Secretary, D. J. O'Callaghan; Treasurer, 
George W. Wilson, and Manager, Ea Burgess. 
The coursing grounds are at Brentwood 
Park, where twenty-two acres are inclosed 
giving a run some 2,000 feet long and 1, 
feet wide at one end, but tapering almost to 
an angle at the other end.

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A CLAIRVOYANT TOLD HIM OF IT AND 
INVESTIGATION, PROVED IT TRUE. 
His Uncies Went to Oalifernia in 1849 
and Left Great Fortunes tor Him to 
Receive After a Lifetime in the n 
field Community—He Has Abandoned 
the Shakers Forever. 


has given a life time of energy, resigned all 
his ambitions, his ability and his time to the 
cause ofthe Shakers with whom he lived, 
with nothing in recompense, has fallen heir 
to a fortune of $5,000,000, which will well pro- 
vide him a luxurious life of rest which his 
life’s work entities him. 

It comes througha most legitimate chan- 
nel, and. forms a strange story, the most 
peculiar part of which is the manner in 
whieh the old man was informed of the ex- 
istence of the fortune, 

Mr. Chace is 6 years old, and from a child 
up to his 60th year he was a member of a 
Shaker family, where, during all the time 
after he attained manhood, he was known as 
the most ingenious and versatile workman 
the colony ever bad. But when he needed 
luis energies and his strength most he had a 
disagreement with the Shakers of New 
Gloucester, near Poland Springs, Me., and 
severed his allegiance with this religious 
sect forever. 

While he was working hard trying to earn 
a living and battling with the world at 60, 
for the Orset timeinhislife he received the 
intimation that there was an extensive prop- 
erty unclaimed which nad been acquired by 
an uncle who was an old schoolmate of his, 
and to which-be was the heir. 

With rare business tact for a man who had 
held aloof from the ordinary commercial 
world, he started outto investigate the re- 
port, and when he was assured of the awalt- 
ing fortune being substantial set out to find 
hig relatives, who were also heirs, and with 
whom he wished to share the rare nugget. 
He is now living in South Boston at the home 
of his half-brother, waiting until a lawyer 
shall have investigated the property in Call- 


fornia and decided what action it is neces- 
— to pursue before the courts of that 
tate. 

Mr. Chace was born in Stanstead, P. Q., of 
English and Scotch parentage but when 
very young his father died and his mother 

laced him and his sister under the care of 

he Shakers at Enfield, N. H. In this same 
town the mother’s two brothers lived, and 
the young uncle and nephew grew up to- 
gether. But when they stepped out of the 
old red school-house for the last time the two 
uncles broke their relations with the neph- 
ewsand nieces, never again to de renewed, 
and now this nephew, an old man, is soon to 
enjoy the fortune gathered by the two un- 
cles, California ploneers. 

Your correspondent met Mr. Ohace the 
other day and fortwo hours talked with him

on the subject of his good fortune. He its 
tall, thin, straight as an arrow, sharp 
featured, the lines of bis face standing out 
prominentiy, as he has neither beard nor 
moustache. Hehasa peculiarly expressive 
face, of the kind that carries with it the 
strong conviction of rugged honesty which 
the man’s words so eloquently established, 
and his voice is singularly soft. 
A CLAIRVOYANT TOLD HIM. 

He said it was true that he had fallen heir 
to a very large fortune. He did not know as 
yethow much it was, but the chances were 
it would prove to be a great deal more than 
the estimate he had received. He had been 
told that it would be $5,000,000, and thatit 
might be much more. 

The estates are located in Los Angeles 
County and San Francisco, he said, a smile 
of satisfaction brightening up his face. 1 
should not be surprised if we found that 
some of the land in the Los Angeles estates 
went down into Mexico, as we have heard 
enough to make us sure that at one time 
there was property in each estate as far 
south as that.

**Illived among the Shakers at Enfield and 
New Gloucester, Me., until I was when I 
decided to leave them. I worked at Medfield 
and at Lewiston and Auburn, Me. Last year 
Imetaclairvoyantin Auburn and she told 
me that there was a large fortune awaiting 
me in Califoraia. She told me the owner bad 
died and the estate was awaiting a claimant 
that no heirs and been found, and that I had 
a Clear title to the property.

It was with a 
great deal of evident acumen that he sat 
there and laid out In prospectus the future of 
his newly acquired property. 

expect to go out there in the fall, said 
he, as 1 think it would ve better for me to 
zet acclimated in the winter rather than try 
a summer there first. When I shall have ar- 
rived and looked over the estate I can teil 
how to develop it. I look forward witha 
great deal of pleasure to farming. The old 
Spaniards called it ‘the country of angels,’ 
and I guess they appreciated it. I have done 
so much farming at Enfield that I shall just 
enjoy that work out in California where such 
a variety of things can be raised.’’ 

The conversation was turned upon the 
great change it would mean in his life, and 
he was led to talk upon his life among the 
Shakers. 

am done with fhe Shakers forever, 
said he, although lam endeavoring to live 
just the same moral fife, and to induce 
others to live the same way.

Ilived at the Enfield settlement 
until I was 50 years old, and during that time 
I put aside all my ambition and worked only 
forthe advancement of the colony. At En- 
field I raised every variety of vegetables that 
are grown. Laiso raisedjthe herbs for a med 
icine company of Boston, and from the herb 
patch alone I cleared $1,600 in one year 
tor the familly. I never got a cent of it and 
did not want it, as Il was content to work for 
the community. There was no one inthe 
family who could mend watches or clocks 
and it became my duty to look afterall of 
the timepleces on the premises, and that 
was quite a job in itself, ag there were a 
good many. 

I had always been very fond of carpenter- 
ing of every description, and particulariy of 
ca vinet-making, and I made all of the furni- 
ture for the 1 curing the years I was 
there. Ialso picked up dentistry from see- 
ing a dentist work one day, and used to do all 
the work of this nature needed at Enfield, 
not only among the Shakers, but in the 
Village outside of our community. 

**When 1 was 50 years old J left Enfield and 
joined the family at New Gloucester, Me., 
und there I worked justasIhad for the En- 
field pomily When 1 went there I had $50 
anda smali Ibrary, which I valued at least 
at $80. Ideposited the $50 and allowed the 
books to be placed inthe family library. I 
worked for them and gave them all 
of my time.

respect to the Shakers there, I do not think 
they treated me well or right., I made up my 
mind to leave on account ofthe condition of 
my relations there, and whben 1 leit they 
gave me $50, but lgot nothing for 1 ten 
years of bard work. They would not give 
me my books, but kept them In their llbrary.

Treaty Negotiated Between the United 
States and Russia. 


LOOKS TO PROTECTION OFF THE COAST 
OF SIBERIA. 


The Limit Fixed at Ten Miles-—Sent to 
the Senate and Sxplained by Mr. 
Morgazs—A Treaty Between Russia 
and Great Britain May Follow— 
Behring Sea Oonditions. ‘ 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 5.—The sealing 
treaty negotiated by Secretary of State 
Gresbam and Prince Cantacugne, Russian 
Minister, isan agreement looking to protec- 
tion for the Russian seals off the coast of the 
islands of Siberia, where seal fishing will be 
per-uitted by vessels of the United States. It 
is understood the limit is fixed at ten miles. 
The treaty was sent to the Senate while it 
was in executive session to-day and the only 
action taken upon it was to refer it to the 
Committee on Foreign Relations. 

Senator Morgan took occag 2 to briefly 
explain the document, saying. . ¢ this was 
the first fruit of the efforts of he United 
States and Great Britain to get other nations 
to co-operate with them in the effort to pre- 


serve seal life. 
It 16 understood that negotiations have 
been ve almost ever since the Paris

In his financial 
management of the affairs of the archdiocese 
the Archbishop has always been a man of 
great foresight and business acumen. He 
las many times been gy oe, as the 
best business man in St. ulis, and in- 
numerable stories are told illustrative of Lis 
business keenness and tact. 

One time during his years of activity His 
Grace Was a public benefactor in a manner 
which brought most material public relief. 
In was In the year 1861, when the late D. 6 
Taylor was Mayor of St. Louis. The city was 
bankrupt; the civil war had just begun; 
times were hard, and the greatest distress 
prevailed, especially among the working 
Classes, owing to the scarcity of employ- 
ment. Wages bad gone downtothe starva- 
tion scale of 50 cents per day, and men were 
giad to get work at that pittance. The city 
was unable to provide any work in the line 
af public improvements, its treasury being 
empty. At this juncture Archbishop Ken- 
rick came forward with an offer that was 
giadly accepted. He advanced to the city of 
St. Louis the eum of $20,000 as a loan without 
interest, to be expendedin making streets, 
and otherwise farnishing employment to the 
unemployed. His message to the Mayor, ac- 
compauying the loan, was that when that 
amount had been expended he might be 
Called on for more on the same edvantageous 
terms to the city. * 

Another instance of the Archbishop“ Hnan- 
cial wisdom and daring is told. The incident 
related occurred, according to the reeoliec- 
tion of Mr. Alex J. P. Garesche, in 1887. It 
was the time of a financial crisis, and the lo- 
cal banking bouse of L. A. Benoist & Co., 
suspected of being financtally embarrassed, 
was subjectedtoa heavy run. The deposi- 
tors were afraid, even after having se. 
cured their money from Benoist’s, 
to deposit it in any other dank, 
and many of them carried their money direc 
to Archbishop Kenrick, leaving it in his 
charge. The Archbishop himself was one of 
the heaviest depositors with the house of IL. 
A. Benoist, but unlke the other depositors, 
he had confidence in the solvency of the firm. 
So, as fast as the money drawn out from 
the firm was deposited with bim, he would 
re-deposit it with Benoist &Co; This fact 
pecame koown and it had the effect of quiet- 
ing public apprehension to such an extent 
that the run was checked and the house of 
L. A. Benoist & Co, saved from suspension. 

It has been estimated that during the time 
when Archbishop Kenrick maintained active 
charge ofthe financial affairs of the arch- 
Giocese the total of moneys deposited with 
him to aid inthe erection of churches, asy- 
lums and schools, amounted in allto fully 
$1,000,000. His fnancial management of these 
large sums is said to have deen admirable. 
But some years ago he decided to cease re- 
ceiving deposits and to close out his ac- 
counts, dispose of his reality, etc., so as to 
leave no considerable business for settle- 
ment by his successor. He did so, despite 
considerable protest and much unfavorable 
criticism. Asa final evidence of his business 
sagacity, this closing up of his business 
affairs was remarkable. Ide real estate sola 
realized most satisfactory prices, all his 
creditors were paid in full, and in sucha 
prosperous condition was his estate that, 
many of his debtors 1 unadle to meet in 
full their obligations to him, he generously 
released them from half the debt due. 


His consideration for thosein the humble 
ranks of life has always been a distinguish- 
ing characteristic. It is said now that of all 
the many who know the venerable priest and 
have known him for years, there are perhaps 
none so close to him as is Michael, the sacris- 
tan of St. John’s Cathedral. Michael is an 
unlettered man, and is described as being a 
character of rare natural goodness and 
trustworthiness. He is about 60 years of age 
and has been a protege of the Archbishop’s 
since his childhood days, owing, in fact, his 
escape from a life of orphaned poverty and 
destitution to Archbishop Kenrick. His 
father and mother were victims of the dread- 
ful plague of cholera which ravaged St. Louis 
in 1849. Michaeli was leit alone in the world 
and was taken charge of by the Archbishop. 
In the course of time he became the sacristan 
of St. John’s, and has now held that post for 
years. It is said that his devotion to His 
Grace is most touching, and equally so is the 
hearty friendship felt towards him by the 
Archbishop. Eversince the archiepiscopal 
headquarters was moved from Sixteenth 
street to ite resent location on Lindell 
boulevard Michael has been an unfalling 
Gaily visitor to his aged benefactor. He 
would carry out to the Archbishop such let-

BISHOP'S STRADIVARIUS. 


A Costiy Old Violin That Made a Rich 
Musician a Thief. 


„„The loss Of a genuine Stradivarius violin 
Dy a Musician in New York just after he had 
refused Patti's check for $4,000 for it brings 
to mind how one belonging to Roderick 
Bishop was stolen and recovered many years 
ago, remarked Oscar Stedman of Boston to 
a Washington Star reporter. **Bishop’s Strad 
was one of the recorded instruments and 
was absolutely perfect save fora very small 
piece that had been inserted in its back, and 
this repair had been performed by a master, 
too. One morning he awoke to find that the 


marvelous instrument nad disappeared dur- 
ing the night. Every conceivable effort was 
made to ascertain its whereabouts without 
avall, and the regular detectives rew up 
the case. Bishop was not satisfied, however 
and went toa private sleuth, who turned out 
to be something of a musician. 
The latter took the case and immediately 
essumed the occupation of a peripatetic 
mo tuner and instrument mender.

New York, May 5.—Except for a manipu- 
lated advance in Sugar and the development 


va iproperties awaiting reorganization 
the week's trading has not resulted in any 
marked changfesin values. The former in- 
stance has at times been of a character bor- 
dering on the humorous but the manipula- 
sion of sugar is sucha familiar feature of 
business that it requires no comment. The 
changes in the tariff dy which the company 
gete a satisfactory measure of protection 


vance. It was not until late in the week that 
those interested announced that the assent 
of the lower house tothe change made by 
the Senate was assured. If thisis trae, it is 
another matter. If the compromise between 
the two bodies is to be settled by a wholesale

The selling of bankrupt stocks may; be 
traced to the abandonment of the receiver's 
plan for the reorganization of the Reading 
and to their throwing back the responsibility 
of further proceedings on the security-hold- 
ers. The threats of foreqosure which fol- 
lowed on the simultaneous formation of two 
dondholders’ committees were naturally cal- 
culated to chill the hopes of the junior se- 
curity-holders that something vague would 
be done by which they would retain teir 
interest without further sacrifice. No doudt, 
too, as has been pointed out before, the dras- 
tic lines of New England reorganizatian in 
their possible influence on future plans have 
nad a further effect to the same end. The 
committee in charge of the work have acted 
with rare courage and fine judgment. The 
whole community is weary of makeshift re- 
organizations, which only suffice tO carry a 
corporation over a period of prosperous 
years, and on the first era of depression 
prove to have no elements of permanency. 
Atchison, Erie, Northern Pacific and Read- 
Ing have all had to undergo financial rehabll- 


itation, and the securities should now be re- 
adjusted on a basis that future depressions 
cannot disturb. Thetheory that the pres- 
ent basis of earnings is an unfair one for the 
purposes of reorganization does not bear 
scrutiny. 

There is no doubt that the ability shown 
by the various managements to conserve net 
earnings in spite of heavy gross decreases 
has had a great effect_in preserving the 
confidence of investors and averting liquida- 
tion. The same fact inverted has been sefzed 
on by speculators ofa pessimistic bias as a 
stock argument. Their point of view is, of 
course, that such results can only mean that 
the physical condition of the roads is being 
allowed to deteriorate, in the railway ver- 
nacular, that the roads are being skinned. 
It may be admitted at once that generaliza- 
tions oa this pom are unsafe, except in a 
broadway. It is better to take specific es 
and judge them. The St. Paul and Bur- 
lington roads are two in which speculators 
take a lively interest, and both have 
recently shown what can be done 
to an astonishing degree. Out of 
a gross decrease in March earnings of 
$385,000 the St. Paulj made an increase fo net 
earning of $15,000. The Burlington’s net 
earnings increased $4,200, though gross de- 
creased $647,000. The first inference from 
these figures is that since with last year’s 
net earnings these companies paid their 
regular dividends they can continue to do so 
this year. On the other hand, it is obvious 
that if the great economies shown have been 
obtained through excessive reductions in the 
outiay for maintenance, a day of reckoning 
is in store which they will have to pay with 
compound interest, In neither case, it is 
uratifying to say, does the latter seem true. 
The — ey in operating expenses has 
been made possible — 2 a judicious trim · 
ming down, warranted by previous heavy 
outiays and the physical condition of the 
properties. ‘ihe savings have resulted from 
reduced train service, cheaper materials, 
and largely from the pay- rolls. 

How many know the percentage in Which a 
railroad pay-roll stands to tis gross earnings 
and the proportion of operating expenses 
which is made up tothe payaccount? An 
ordinary business frm may count on from 10 
to 20 per cent. A railway has to figure on 
from 80 to # per cent, and from this it will be 
seen that if a road is Operated for 65 per cent 
of its gross earnings, about one half Js re- 
quired for pay-rolis. It is in this that the 
most effective savings can be made, and it is 
in a further reduction of this heavy item that 
the owners of railroads must und their fu- 
ture profit. Rates are steadily declining,and 
Gividends must be made possible through 
economies. Both of these roads have in the 

ast few prosperous years made proper out- 
faye on their rails, etc.,and general physi- 
cal condition. In short, in hard times a well 
managed road will borrow from its past and 
assured prosperity instead of on its uncer- 
tain future earnings. Using the St. Paul as 
an instance, it is calculated that the present 
system of economies can be carried on for 
two years more witbout injury to the prop- 
erty. 

A continuation of the present depression 
will show up the instances of which it is 
not true. 80 much has been written on the 
subject because the bear side of the argu- 
ment is now based on two propositions, 
which come under the trite bead of import- 
ant it true.

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DIVIDED THE WORLD. 


Agreement Reached Besween the Stand- 
ard and Russian ou Company. 


The great fight which has been carried oa: 
onl long and bitterly between the Standard 
Co. and the Russian Ou Oo, nas been 
settied at last, and the days of cheap kero- 
zone are over. An agreement has been 
reached by which these two companies prac- 
tleally divide the world between themselves. 
The Standard on Co. was the agressor and 
foreed the fight wherever Russian oll was 
sold, the object being tq secure a division of 
territory and prevent the inroads on their 
trade being made by Russian oil in Amer- 
ican territory. The Russian company was 
backed by the Rothschilds, Noble Bros. 
and the Russian Government. 

It was not until October, 1898, that a final 
plan ot agreement was reached. A syndicate 
of Russian refiners was formed at St. Peters- 
burg, and with the consent of the Minister of 
Finance, eighty-six refining companies were 
in the syndicate, every Russian refiner de- 
ing given the privilege of joining, his quota 
of saies to be based upon the amountof re- 
fined oil shipped during the year 1902. 

The management of this vast syndicate is 
given into the hands of five persons, who, 
with an equal number of persons represent- 
ing the Standard Ou Co., will have entire 
— of the refined oil business of the 

The foal arrangement of this gigantic com- 
bination were completed in October, 1898, but 
the plan was not to go into effect unt April 
1. 1804, and was to continue fora period of 
five years. 

The final agreement contains this clause 
for the division of trade: The committee 
of five persons have to communicate with the 
American Standard Oi Co. to work out the 
necessary conditions of arrangements for 
dividing the markets of the whole world for 
the trade with Russian and American kero- 
sene. When adopted by the general meeting 
of all the members of is syndicate the con- 
Gltions of such arrangements shall be for- 
warded to the Minister of Finance for his ap- 
prevel, and afterwards representatives shall 

chosen to sign the agreement with the 
Standard Oil Co., which shall be binding on 
all members of this company.’’ 


GRANT UNDER FIRE. 


His Coolness was Such as to Excite the 
Apprehension of His Officers. 

Gen. Horace Porter says, in McClure’s 
Magazine for May, that the day the outer 
Unes ot Petersburg were carried, and the 
troops were closing up upon the inner lines, 
the General halted near a house ona piece 
of elevated ground which overlooked the 
field. The position was under fire, and the 
enemy's batteries seemed to pay particular 
attention to the spot, noticing, perhaps the 
group of officers. collected there, and de- 
ie ving that some of the Union commanders 
were among them. The General was en- 
gaged in writing some jdispatches, and paid 
no attention whatever tothe shots falling 
about him. ‘i , 
Members of the staff remarked that the 
place was becoming a target, and suggested 
that he move toa less conspicuous position, 
but he seemed to pay no attention to the ad- 
vice given. After be had finished his des- 
patches and taken another view of the ene- 
my’s works, he quietly mounted his horse 
and rode slowly to another part of the field, 
remarking tothe officers about him, witha 
jocose twinkle in his ere, Well, they do 
seem to have the range on us.“ 

During one of the fights in front of Peters- 
burg the telegraph poles had been thrown 
down, and the twisted wires were scattered 
about upon the ground. While our troops 
were falling back before a vigorous attack 
made by the enemy, the General’s horse 
caught ie foot ina loop ofthe wire, and in 
the animal’seffortto free himself the coil 
became twisted still tighter. The enemy was 
moving up rapidiy, deliveringa heavy fire 
and there was no time to be lost. The staff 
officers began to wear anxious looks upon 
their faces, and became very apprehensive 
for the General's safety. 

He sat quietiy in his saddle, giving direc- 
tions to an orderly, and afterwards to an 
officer who had dismounted and who were 
struggling nervously to uncoll the wire, and 
kept cautioning them in a low. calm tone of 
voice not to hart the horse 's leg. Finally the 
foot was released, but none too quickly, as 
the enemy afew minutes later had gained 
possession of that part of the feld.

Ishall also bring 
suit against some 8,000 or 4,000 business con- 
cerns here that have failed to comply with 
the request of the Secretary of State to fur- 
nish aMdarit that they do not belong to any 
trust. Ot these I shall take first the most 
offensive, those that are known to belong to 
trusts, that are open and flagrant in their 
violation of the law. This will give me my

What led you to begin war on the trusts? 

„»The plain and simple §fact thatjsfor the 
pastten or twelve years the Democratic 

arty of this State has inserted in its piat- 
orms a plank ‘condemning trusts. and I 
therefore felt it my duty, as Attorney- 
General of the State, to begin legal proceed- 
ings against trust corporations. A man who 
takes an oath that he will do his duty must 
do it as he sees it or his self-respect.

Why not, instead, combine as 
trusts, and, Contesting the production and 
output of material, raise and lower prices to 
sult themselves? It is this feeling, arising in 
the first place from immunity from foreign 
competition, that has given birth to trust 
organizations in this country.’’ 

‘*You say you are confident of driving 
trusts from the State of Illinois by legal pro- 
cedure against them. In your opinion, could 
this be done throughout the country by sim- 
llar action in the various States?’’ 

Lam sure it could. Under a Democratic 
administration. and with the movement led 
by the Democratic Attorney-General of the 
United States, lam confident that the trust 
corporations now in existence could be shat - 
tered and forced out of exisjence, and the 
system of trusts, the combination of capital 
or the purpose of controlling output and 
regulating prices, be made impossible. It is 
clearly against the law, and all that is 
necassary to overthrow it is vigorous prose- 
cution ia the ecourts.’’ 

Has Attorney-General Olney shown any 
disposition to lead in this movement against 
the trusts?’’ 

Ido not care to criticisethe Attorneyo 
General of the United States. lam free te 
say, however, that it would be better for the 
country and for the Democratic party if the 
present Administration were not so friendly 
with Wallstreet. Lean also say that were I 
in Mr. Olmey’s place, I should consider it my 
plain duty. to make definite and decisive 
action against the trusts my chief work dur- 
ing my incumbency in office. The Demo- 
cratic party has deciared against trusts, 
therefore it devolves upon Democratic Attor- 
neys-General to proceed against them with 
all the power at their command.’’ 

„What would de the effect of vigorous ac- 
tion on this line by Mr. Olney?’’ 

The é@ffect would be to stimulate State 
offictais to do their duty also. I should be in 
favor of a conference of attorneys - general of 
the various States for the purpose of discuss- 
ing this necessary movement against trusts, 
and of arranging a concerted plan of action 
inline with the pledges given to the people 
by the Democratic — Under this plan of 
action I firmly believe that trusts could be 
forced out of existence, and the business 
they control and regulate unlawfully once 
more run in its natural channels. I Delieve 
some such action as this will be found nec- 
essary yet. Trusts and the whole principle 
of monopoly fostered by protection are a 
menace tothe people. We may talxof de- 
mocracy and equal rights all we please, but 
this country is to-day in danger from an evil 
which we have always supposed confined to 
the older countries of Europe—the evil of 
raising upa privileged class to prosper and 
grow rich at the unfair expense of the 


masses. 

I think this danger is already surely 
shown inthe rapidly increasing concentra- 
tion of capital in a few hands, a fact made 
possible by the all-absorbing rapacity of 
trust formations. The whole system is ia 
direct opposition to Democratic principleés; 
it should be fought tothe end dy Democratic 
officials and the Democratic Administration 
and party.’’ 

This expression ended the interview held 
with the Attorney-General of Illinois by your 
correspondent. As to further personal in- 
formation about the man who believes he 
will be” able finally to drive trusts and 
monopolist corporations from the state of 
which he is Attorney-General, it may be in- 
teresting to know that Mr. Moloney is 45 
years ofage, having been born in Ireland in 
1849, that he is a graduate of the University 
of Virginia; that upon the completion of his 
education he settied in Ottawa, La Salle Co., 
III., which is still his home and where live 
his wife and five children, three boys and 
two giris; that he served as City Attorney of 
Ottawa forthree years and as State’s Attor- 
ney of La Salle County for four years, and 
that his record as an official is described to 
me as that of a man who is not alraid of 
anything or anybody while in the perform 
ance of his duty. 


sT. CLAIR COUNTY JUDGES

ernor—Their Successors. 


JEFFERSON Crrr., Mo., May 5.—All the 
Judges of the County Court of St. Clair Coun- 
ty to-day tendered their resignations to the 
Governor. As the Governor was absent on 
official business, the messengers bearing the 
resignations commupbicated with him by tel- 
egraph and left immediately for Kansas City, 
where the resignations will be presented and 


acted upon. They took with them unsigned 
commissions from the office of the Secretary 
of State filled with the names of Jasper 
Grimes for Presiding Judge, Wm. H. Wyatt 
for Judge of the First District and Joseph J. 
Delazier Judge of the Second District, the 
gentiemen agreed upon by unanimous con- 
sent to fll the vacancies, and they will no 
doubt be commissioned to- morrow. 


CALIFORNIA 8TATE GOVERNMENT. 


Queer Cireumstances of the Organisation 
and the State’s Admission. 


Written for the SUNDAY PosT- DISPATCH. 

The organization of the State Government 
of California was one of the most interesting 
political events in the history of this coun- 
try, said Gen. McKinstry, who was in a 
reminiscent mood the otherday. ‘‘I was on 
the Mexican Boundary Commission in 1849, 
and when that broke up on account of the 
gold excitement which carried away all the 
laborers the engineers needed I went to San 
Francisco. 

On our arrival in San Francisco we found 
the harbor covered with all sorts of ships at 
anchor, which had arrived with emigrants, 
unable to return Decause their crews all de- 
sorted and ran off tothe gold mines. San Fran- 
cisco then consisted of two or three adobe 
houses, surrounded dy sand bills. California 
was then controllea by the military, com- 
manded by Gen. Riley. The military were 
anxious to get rid of their governmental au- 
thority, and the influx of immigrants was so 
os that when we started the cry fora 

tate government it was taken up by the 
people, and a call tor a convention was im- 
mediately issued. Everybody voted at the 
election for a convention who had just 
landed or been but twenty-four hours on 
the coast. 

The delegates were duly elected and the 
convention assembied at Monterey, adopted 
the new constitution and applied for admis- 
sion Into the Federal Union as a State and 
was admitted. Fremont and Gwinn, the 
latter known subsequently as Duke Gwinn, 
were the United States Senators elegted by 
the Legislature. Following this political 
change, gold dust became a drug.

According to the 
rules one black ball out of nine is sufficient for 
rejection. At the meeting it is said that 
there were not more than eighteen or twenty 
of the Governors present, A large number of 
new members were elected, but when the 
Governors came to the name of Senator Wol- 
cott there was some discussion and the due 
proportion of black balls fell into the box. 

Why he should have been rejected when it 
is known that many influential members of 
the club had worked for him puzzled his 
friends. One member saidto-day: ‘‘I think 
the reason be was biack-balled was that he 
was not sufficiently well known to the mem- 
bers generally an sufficiently identified with 
New York,’”’ 

On the other hand, it has been stated that 
Senator Wolcott spends a large part ot his 
time in this city and is a resident of New 
York for as many months of the year as the 
average member of the club. Moreover, he 
has Dusiness and social relations with many 
influential members of the club, among 
whom he is popular and well liked.

TO LYNOH SARTA ANNA. 


Mr. D. R. Garrison's Account of an Exoit- 
ing Trip by Stag ; in 1886. 
Written for the SUNDAY Post-Disrartcnu, 

Mr. Danfel R. Garrison, now in his soth 
year, has long been a resident of St. Louis and 
as far back as 1886 made a stage trip to Pitts 
burg, making part of the distance in compa- 
ny with Santa Anna, the President-Generel 
of Mexico, who went to Washington by lavi- 
tation of President Jackson. Fanta Anna 
came very near being lynched in Ohio by

Indians and runping away we were badly 
shaken up and our baggage scattered along 
the road. The season being late in the fall 
andthe weather extremely cold, we had 
occasional flurries of snow. At night we 
slept in the wagon on straw or prairie hay 
covered with buffalo robes, which in the 
morning were well sprinkled with snow. 

We reached Louisville in December, 1836. 
We stayed inthat place two days, having 
delivered the money remitted by Mr. George 
Collier of 8t. Louis, to the pro parties 
engaged in building the steamer Sultana of 
which he was the principal owner. 

re money placed in our charge was di- 
vided .equally between Mr. Kingsland and 
myself and we carried it safely in belts tied 
around our waists. 

** While we were at Louisville the steamboat 
Adriatic arrived trom New Orleans, having 
on board Gen. Santa Anna, Col. Almonte and 
Gen. Sam Houston. The Ohio River, above 
the falis, was frozen solid and the river below 
was filled with floating ice. Gen Houston and 
Santa Anna took tbe stage from Louisville 
for Washington via Lexington, ky., Maj. 
Boone, Mr. Kingsland and myself took an 
extra stage from LouisvWie for Pittsburg, 
also via Lexington. Santa Anna took a vio- 
lent cold and had to lay over in Lexington. 
In consequence of Santa Anna’s illness we 
left him behind and took the regular stage 
for Pittsburg. Weentered Ohio and rode on 
until we approached a small place beyond 
Danville, near Zanesville, when about mid- 
night we were met and ordered to halt by a 
band of twelve men all well armed. 

**We supposed they were robbers, but their 
Purpose was soon revealed tous when they 
declared they were after Santa Anna, and 
held a rope in their hands to bang him up 
onalimbofatree. Me found we were ina 
district containing the friends of some of the 
heroic defenders of the Alamo, who were 
masacred under the immediate command 
and eyes of the notorious Santa Anna. A 
spirit of stern revenge was aroused among 
the population ofthe West in consequence 
ofthat cruel slaughter of brave men. We 
could see a bia fire burning back in the 
woods around which this band of avengers 
had warmed.

lunch was set before us, consisting of 
ed chicken, hot coffee and biscuits, We 
were waited upon by darkies, who were 
freed men, mixed up with the whites. 
It was stili dark, and while we 
were Sat! our lunch the masked 
men who had waylald us rode up and threw 
off their masks. hey then openly and freely 
avowed that their intention in holding the 
stage was to seizeand hang Santa Anna for 
‘his cruel massacre of the brave defenders of 
the Alamo. From the public prints they 
doubtiess learned that santa Anna was on 
his way to Washington, by invitation of 
President Jackson. They must have heard of 
his arrival at Louisville, and of his intention 
of going by stage through their section when 
their plans for his capture and execution, 
— ingtothe Lynch code, were maturely 
Santa Anua, on his recovery, proceeded 
and got safely through to Washington, where 
he was entertained at dinner by the Presi- 
Gent, and by him sent in an American man- 
of-war to Vera Crus where he arrived Feb.

E. o. Simmons Offers Them His Property

There isan undercurrent of excitement in 
the Woman’s Exchange at present, and if 
the opinion of one half about the other half 
were to be accepted the mooted question as 
to whether women may be trusted as finan- 
Clers would be effectually answered. A few 
days ago a meeting was held by the Ex- 
change ladies to discuss the proposed trade 
of the present Exchange building on Locust 
street, near Sixth, for E. C. Simmons’ res!- 
dence on Olive, near Twenty-eighth. They 
Called in as advisers Mr. E. O. Stirling ana 
Mr. B. F. Homer, husbands of two of the 
ladies of the Exchange Board, who advocate 
the sale. Right here the disaffected parties 
claim that the ladies made an error. They 
should have called in real estate men aad 
disinterested parties, for it is argued by 
to know, that hus- 
bands are always in leading strings 
to a certain extent, and where it 
costs nothing more than advice, they are 
very apt to see matters as their better halves 
see them. To-morrow there is to be a board 
meeting to determine the matter definitely 
and complete the business. The croakers 
think that there is no need for such haste— 
that the Exchange property. on Locust street 
between Sixth and Olive streets will not de- 
preciate in value while they are considering 
it, and, in fact, the longer they consider it 
the better, for the time is 
when it will be doubled in value, while the 
Olive street property is, to say the least, in 
statu quo for sometime to come, 80 far as 
value is concerned, and not at all suited to 
the purposes of the Exchange. It is thought 
that something moreis involved here than 
the choice between two lots; that every one 
interested inthe Exchange should be not- 
fied; that the members should all be called in 
council and look very closely and carefully 
into the matter, and with the aid of com- 
competent unprejudiced parties make their 
decision in regard toan affair of so much 
importance financially, and one that will 
change entirely the nature and objects of 
the association. 

HOW THE DIFFERENCE ARISES. 

In order to understand the reasoning of the 
disaffected it may be well to go a little into 
the history and object of the well-knovn in- 
stitution. Some ten or a dozen years ago, it 
matters not how many, a little band of 
ladies gathered togather to form a union 
whereby thoy might assist worthy women in 
poor circumstances to help themselves. 
They had first a dome up town, about Eigh- 
teenth and Olive streets, but they soon 
found that the location was not suitable. 
They then took a little store on Sixth street 
and by begging and workitig with their own 
hands and giving entertainments of various 
kinds, they managed to establish an ex- 
change where dependent women could 
bring their work, whether home- 

or artistic, and offer it for 
sale free of commission or charges. Ladies 
who were skilled in fancy work, painting, 
embroidery, drawn work, Knitting, etc., 
could bring their handiwork to the Ex- 
change, and their books show that many 
thousands of dollars were paid to them for 
their trifes each year. Many others skilled 
in the baking of rakes, pastries, breads, etc., 
the making of jellies, pickles and preserves, 
all could bring their work of every kind to 
the Exchange for sale. Two women were 
paid $1,000 each per annum, the result of 
the sales of their bread.- Another realized a 
good support for her family from the delli- 
cious Saratoga potatoes which she served to 
her customers. Such results encouraged the 
ladies to such an extent that by dint of 
hard work and intelligent efforts in the right 
direction they succeeded in getting together 
$1,000, and starting out with this nest-egg 
they enlisted the interest of several public 
spirited gentiemen in their efforts toward 
helping their less fortunate sisters, and they 
had liberal contributions to their fund.

QugBec, May 6.—After a voy age full of per- 
Us and delays, that would. have sufficed to 
have twice circumnavigated the globe, a 
letter has just reached Quebec from Labra- 
dor, the writer being the famous explorer, 
A. F. Low, and the date Dec. 5, 1698, being 
dispatched from Northwest River Post, Ham- 
Uton Inlet. Low is in charge of the expedi- 
tion sent out by the Canadian Government to 
explore the interior of Labrador. 

The letter’s postmarks show that it reached 
Battle Harbor, Labrador, Jan. 9, and left 
there Feb. 5. 3 

It is a private letter to a friend, but is 
deeply interesting withal, more details beiu 6 
contained therein than are furnished in the 
Drief preliminary report of the expedition 
recently published, both as to the adven- 
tures ofthe party who were the frst to tra- 
verse the entire Labrador peninsula, and 
also in regard to Mr. Low's plans for cross- 
ing it this year from east to west, a distance 
of 1,600 miles through entirely unknown and 
unsurveyed territory. 

NO NEWS FROM HOME. 

When he wrote his letter. Mr. Low, whois 
a married man, had not had a word from 
home since leaving civilization last June, 
and asoften happens if the mail was unable 
to reach Hamilton Inlet last month the party 
could not possibly have any news from home 
untilits return next autumn. Some of the 
parties to whom he sent messages have d ied 
since his departure. 

No less than seven of the Indians engaged 
by Mr. Low at Lake St. John deserted at 
Mistassini and turned back. Nothing could 
induce them to go further, although they 
agreed to help the expedition tothe East 
Main River north of there, whose head waters 
had to be ascended in order to reach the in- 
terior. 


INEFFICIENT GUIDES. 

Instead ofa proper guide, only an old man 
anda boy could be obtained, and as Mr. 
Low found that he and his assistant had to 
load and unload the canoe for them and 


carry both it and its contents over the port- 
ages, he grew afraid lest soon they should 
have to carry the old man and boy, and so 
sent them home. 

From the Rupert the outlet of Mistassini to 
the East Main River the party were com- 
pelied to travel by an unused route, the ex- 
plorers themselves as well as their remain- 
ing men having to carry loads of 175 pounds 
each beside three large canoes, often sinking 
beneath the weight of their burden above 
their knees in the swamps. 

ROUGH WATERS AND BURNED FORESTS. 

The upper East Main River, whieh was as- 
cended for a hundred miles,is rough and 
rapid. Three-fourths of the country has been 
devastated by forest fres. Where not burned

PICTURESQUE CANOES. 

Very graphic is the description ofthe pic- 
turesque canons discovered by his party on 
the river and of the dangers encountered in 
the descent for over 800 miles.

The river fowing out of the lake is nearly 
a quarter ot a mile wide and leaves it in a 
succession of heavy rapids for three or four 
miles.

With That Tribunal, Judge Pexson 
Prosecute the Machine Men. 

By the decision of Judge Paxson in the 
Second District Police Court yesterday that 
the city courts have no jurisdiction over the 
slot-machine cases the police are put ina 
most peculiar position. Warrants were ap- 
‘ for to Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 

for the parties discharged by Judge 

Paxson, and he refused to issue them. Thus 

it is that the police have no place to try these 

men. 

Judge Claiborne of the Court of Criminal 
@orrection has run off ona fishing trip tor 
nent week, leaving Ben Clark to act in his 
stead, and a lot of the cases are due in his 
court next Thursday, so altogether there 
Goes not seem u be any great desire on the 
part of the court officials of St. Louis to pun- 
ish this class of gamblers, who are really 
more prejudicial to the public morals and 
the public pocket-book than even the tin 
horn’’ gamblers of pool alley. 

Jadge Paxson says that he believes the 
mickel-in-the-slot machine men should be 
vigorously prosecutea. He considers their 
devices more harmful than any other form of 
gambling, but, he says, the law is too plain 
on the subject to allow of prosecution in the 
police court. 

No use of it,“ he says. ‘‘The cases would 
be appealed on conviction and would be 
eventualiy Knocked out dy the Supreme 
Court, without the sbadow of a doubt, and 
the gamblers would thus be the gainers in- 
stead of the losers. I cannot understand 
why the Court of Criminal Correction does 
not take them up. They  certainiy 
have jurisdiction whether the of- 
fense be a misdemeanor or a felony and 
im either case their conviction would 
De legal. The Court of Oriminal Correction 
has jurisdiction over all criminal cases, no 
matter how grave or unimportant.’’ 

Judge Paxson’s decision, rendered in the 
case of the city against Wm. J. Zimmerman, 
Was quite lengthy. The other eleven cases 
were by agreement decided by this. 
PAXSON’S DECISION. 

“In substance the Judge said that the state- 
ment in the case charged the defendants with 
violating sec. 979 of the Revised Ordinances 
(1887), which provides that any person who 
shall permit a gambling device to be set up 
on his premises shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, punishable by a fine of from $10 to 
$400. But he says: 

The uncontradicted evidence shows that 
if Gefendants are guilty of the violation of a 
city ordinance they have violated sec. 977 or 
and not sec. 979, under which they are 
proceeded against in this case. 


Sec. 980 provides that every person who 
shall set ap a gambling device on his prem- 
ises shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
sec. 977 —— that a person shall also de 
g@ulity of a misdemeanor for enticing or per- 
mitting any person to play at any such 
gambling device he may veset up. Both 

ions provide a penalty of from $10 to $500. 
mee, the Court agrees, as the ‘:unicipal 
Assembly has seen Ot to make the act of per- 
2 device to be set up or 
on one’s premises a separate and dis- 
tinct offense from setting 4 and keeping a 
similar device, it can hard be contended 
that a defendant can be charged with the 
violation of one section of the ordinance and 
convicted of violating another section in the 
same proceeding, where the offenses and pen- 
alties are different.

The slotmen are putting up a strong fight. 
They know that eventually they must meet 
defeat, and their object is to hang on as long 
as possible and rake in as many nickels as 

The machines pay from $10 to $25 

and when one has a lot 

it counts up. It is no 

wonder they are willing to put up money to 
prolong their lives. 

Whenthe fight came on the representa- 
tives of five slot machines got together and 
formed an association. Thereare all styles 
of the insidious device, and these five were 
the most popular. They went among the 
Men who were making money out of them, 
and uo a fund of $750 with which to put 
of the event. With this fund they hired 
Ashiey Clover as their attorney, and possiply 
dia such other things as a man anxious for 
municipalfavor might do. All this was in 
an effort to keep the fight in the courts as 
long as possible. 

They seemtobe doing pretty well. The 
police have been after them two months 
now, and they have not got much further 
than whenthey started. According to the 
report $750 was the amount raised, but either 
it was much larger, or the slot men have 
been unusually clever in its manipulations. 


CHIEF HARRIGAN'S POSITION. 
Ohbief Harrigan was seen in reference to 


Judge Paxson’s action. 
**I expected it, he said, dut we shall 
keep right on arresting anyone found oper- 


ating the machines, Of course, if we und 
that we have no court to try the cases in we 
shall have to stop making arrests. How- 
ever, we still have some cases inthe First 
District Police Court and some in the Court 
of Criminal Correction. They are not settied 
yet, and we have some hopes still.“ 

The Chief was asked if it would be legal to 
errest anyone found playing the machines. 
He said it was. The charge of gambling 
could be put against them, and it is possible, 
if nothing else can be done, that this course 
will de pursued, Even if the courts would 
not prosecute, the persons arrested could be 
held twenty hours, and that would hardly be 
@ pleasant experience for many of the high- 
toned individuals who go up against this 
game. 

The cases Chief Harrigan referred to as 
coming up in Judge Morris’ court were those 
of Fred Kicker, Peter Enders, James L. 
Owens, Stephen Hiiner, Mathias Brack, 
Fritz Moserand Herming Duing. They will 
be called May 10.

ZOO BILL OF FARE. 


The Berlin Zoological Garden 
Enough Food to Feed a Village 


Written for the SUNDAY Post~ DIsPaTcu. 

The bill of fare for the Berlin Zoological 
Gardens is a very interesting document. The 
annual consumption of food is as large as it 
is variegated. It takes a daily average of 
twenty-eight different menus to satisfy the 
appetite of the boarders. Most of them are 
vegetarians, Dut the meat bill is neverthe- 
less a very big item in the monthly budget of 
household expenses. Horse meat is used 
almost exclusively, andthe average annual 
consumption is 64,000 pounds.

ing back news from the press. 

But 1 soon forgot this incident In the rush 
ofevents. Capt. Finnerty had come out of 
the hole and Assistant Chief Rucker had 
taken his place. He stood on the ladder 
directing the fight. 

Soon I heara him yell out fiercely: 

**Where are those Sixes? D—— it, men, get 
down here! Get down here, quick!“ 


DOWN INTO THE CELLAR. 

I stumbled forward through the smoke, 
wondering what would become of me. I 
plunged down the ladder, but my feet struck 
the tops of the other men’s heads.

Two narrow scantlings which stood in one 
corner of the opening at an angle of 45 deg.

TIERNEY’S DARING, 

The hose, throwing its immense stream, 
ptayed around the cellar, dat apparently 
without effect. We could hear the water 
battering on the opposite walisand striking 
what appeared to be partitions, but still the 

smoke grew Genser. What seemed strange 
to the fremen was that now we could see no 
flames. 

Rucier saw that something desperate must 
be done. He ordered us down into the cel- 
lar. One of the men started, butcame back 
chokirg and coughing.

He never seemed in Any 
place long. dut Wherever I went he was on 
hand encouraging aud urging on the men. 

I got out of the cellar by climbing up a 
ladder which zad been shoved down a hole 
burned throu the floor. Here I found 
Chiefs Lindsay and Finnerty conversing. I 
passed them aid they gave m@a laugh and a 
wink, but our conversation was Very limited 
ow ing tothe recessity for my appearing like 
an humble rec guilt. 

Now that thé excitement was over I dis- 
covered that was very tired and thirsty 
and theg I alsd discovered that the fire had 
been ! he nis candy shop. Upto that 
time I simply new that there was a fire to 
be putout andthat was all. I also discov- 
ered that the maarm had been a still, and 
had been turhedinat 2:20. We had been 
working at it Gver an hour. 


FEA¢TING ON ICE CREAM. 

Really the phhasantest thing about this fre 
was the discovery In the rear of the store of 
several gallon}.of ice cream. Mr, Ennis’ 
soda fountain wouldn't work, Dut we made 


up for it in od rafdon the ice cream. It 
really was amusing to see those 
blackened, {my, muddy fellows 
pitch into that qeam, eating out of saucers, 
cups, glasses ad anything they could get 
hold of. We had to have something to cool 
our burning thpats. Ice water is not car- 
ried by the department, and the ice cream 
was the only thing we could get. It served 
the purpose. 

Pretty soon I whs ordered down into the 
cellar again. I did not Know what was 
wanted, but I was glad to go, for a half 
dozen policemen who knew me were standing 
around and I feared detection. Once below 
I very soon found out what was wanted. The 
cellar bad to be drained and cleaned and we 
had to do it. 


CAPT. FINNERTY'’S ORDER. 

I lifted boards and boxes and barrels and 
debris of all sorts until my hands felt like 
raw beef aud my back fairly groaned with 
pain. Once! caught Capt.Finnerty laughing 


and then he yelled fiercely: 

„Here, Johnson, go up stairs and see who 
is up there, and .come back when you get 
through.’’ ° 

I made a lightning sneak. but inside of a 
minute Tierney found me standing around 
and sent me below, where I was kept busy 
until 8:30 in the morning. By this time 
everything Was ship-shape and winding up 
the hose on our reel we returned tothe en- 
gine-house, 

Having gotten into some clean clothed? I 
posted off to dreakfast in a borrowed uni- 
form—for it is against the rules to venture on 
the street in citizens’ clothes—and then suc- 
ceeded in beating the street car company out 
of a atme. as fremen do not have to pa 
fare. I Was allowed one hour and a half. 
On my return I was ordered into my old togs 
and furnished witha broom, with which I 
swept the engine-house. The making of a 
large keg of ice-water was my next duty and 
then came what for me wasa most herculean 
task. 

I was put to work cleaning the fore part of 
the engine. With soap and water went 
over it again and again. I thoughtI never 
would be through, t the Critical 
eye of my taskmaster, Tierney, was at last 
satisfied. Imagine my horror when, think- 
ing I was through, Tierney ihformed me that 
I was expected to burnish all the brass on 
the front part of the engine, 

NEARLY RUN DOWN. 

My arms felt as though they were about to 
fall off, but in order to make my bluff good I 
was obliged to go ahead, so with acids and 
sponges and cloths I rubbed and polished 
until nearly noon,when I succeeded in gettin g 
through, Had it not been for a heerty scare 
which roused my flagging energies, I fear 1 
would not have been able to finish the job. 
But about 11 o’clock as I was stooping down, 
sponge in hand, swabbing away at a wheel. 
the gong sounded and the horses plunged for 
their places, 

I was sandwiched in between the engine 
and the wall and — 4 heart jumped as I saw 
the big animal coming toward me, How 1 
got out of the way I do not remember, but I 
was not hurt and as soon as I could recover I 
ran to my place and was ready to start.” The 
alarm, however, was one which did not call 
dh out and the horses were led back to their 
stalls. 

tiaving completed my task, I was allowea 
to once more get into some clean clothes and 
half dead for sleep I waited around until 12 
o’clock, when the regular drill took place, 
and then 1 turned in for a nap, with my 
shoes, trousers and undershirt on, ready to 
make a break for the pole in case of an alarm. 

Thus ended my first day on the St. Louls 
Fire Department, and it was indeed for- 
tunate for my purpose that I joined just as 1 
did, for as Chief Lindsay afterwards sald if a 
fire nad. been ordered to suit my purpose it 
could not have been better than the one 1 
attended. While it was small and of little 
moment to the eye, the Chief said that it was 
one of the smokiest and hardest to get at he 
ever saw. It required 2 3 while 
the Nght was going on and enabled “ages

THE IDLE HOURS. 

During the rest of the week I had little to 
do except to take a course of lessons every 
day under the efficient tutelage of Tierney.

Their prompt 
actionin this emergency proved their ap- 
preciation of the situation, as well as their 
devotion to their cause. While Gen. Na- 
thaniel Lyon followed Gen. Price through the 
State, the reserve regiments garrisoned St.

By some personsths dainty vegetable has 
been confused with the so-called Jerusalem 
artichoke, which is abo eaten, though chiefly 
by cattle. Ihe Jerustiem artichoke is not a 
true species at all, but ofa Kind of wild sun- 
flower (rence its Italian name Girasole, turn- 
ing to sun), with a tuderose root that resem- 
bles a potato and tastes very like a delicate 
turnip, when well cooxed. 

This plant is called in some localities the 
Canada potato, in others the Vinginian. It 
was introduced into England from Brazii in 
1620, and its tops, when cured, were found to 
be good hay, five or six tons to the acre, and 
its tuber was fed tocattle. It is not quite as 
nourishing asthe potato, having 4 per cent 
more water, but it is very fair eating, in 
spite of the prejudice against it. Once ina 
soll, it is extremely dificult to extirpate,and 
it has a curious gift of resisting cold, having 
never been known to be killed or spolled by 
freezing. 

It was also introduced in Southern Burope 
at the same time it came to England, and in 
some places its dried fibers are transmitted 
into cordage and coarse cloth. It got its odd 
name, Jerusalem, in English, by a corrup- 
tion of the Italian name, Girasvle, just as to- 
matoes got the name of love apples in 
French, pommes d’amores, by a French mis- 
take of the Itallan name 2 ai Mori, appie 
of the Moors, that vegetable having come to 
Italy from Morocco traders.
